A Seton charmight eaſily 
trouble perſons of ſo weake a ſexe , at thar 
ſcaſon,, and out.of the mouthofan Angell 
r00; Burthough they were arnaſedat the (o- 
dainnefle of the yoice,yet wasnottheir zeale 
cooled from ſecking him whom'their ſoules 
loued. 
In this queſtion of the Angells are two 
things tobeconſidered. Firſt,areprehenſion

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of their errour ; Secondly, a conſolation for 
their labour , Firſt, the reprehenſion and 
checke which the Angells gaue to theſe holy 
women, for {ceking Chriſt among the dead, 
was not Without juſt cauſe, forit was an er- 
ronious ſeeking . All of vs are ſeekers, and 
(in ſome {ort)ſeekers of Chriſt too ; bur, few | 
of ys doe finde him, Becauſe wee ſecke him a- 
miſe .

He that before was prone toSenluality , in 
reſpe& ofhis body , was made ſenſualland 
carnall in his very ſoule : For,as fleſh obey- 
ing the ſpirit, may be called ſpiricuall; ſo the 
ſpirit whileſt it obeyesthefleſh, iscarnall-: 
and iathis eftate of corrupt nature,man can- 
nor bur looke downe, his ſoule and body in 
| reſpe&, being but earth, flelhly andſenſuall, | 
But it ſeemed good to God, to diffolue 
the workes of the Diuell, and to ſend his 
owne Sonne, who both dyed for finne,and 
applieth the power and cfhicacy of his bloud, 
by the Sacraments , to the regenerating and 
renewing of the ſoule ;* which is purified
